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Continuation of 5. applicant's arguments are not persuasive. For example, Applicant argues that the 2 plants are not connected and are 
250 miles apart. However, it is within the skill of one in the art to combine the 2 plants as it has been held that it Is within the general skill 
of one in the art to make plural parts unitary. Connection between the two systems can be done, for example, by a known conveyor 
means as disclosed in the prior art of record. 
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
